INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.) Oct. 12.— Despite the calm of the surface 
the lines of both sides in the labor war here are being drawn tighter 
and the situation is growing more tense day by day. 
‘Doth sides, the builders and the law enforcement officials on one side 


and the union tronworkers on the other, is being done under cover. 


Plainclothes policemen and dep- 
uty sheriffs have been guarding 
buildings under construction night 
and day since the arrest of John 
J. McNamara, secretary and busi- 
ness agent for the bridge and struc- 
tural ironworkers’ union here. His 
union has been holding secret 
meetings almost daily, and it is 
known that sabotage in retaliation 
for the indicting testimony is 
planned. 

“The latest development came 
this morning when the central la- 
bor union, with which the iron- 
workers and sheet metal workers 
are affiliated, voted, eighteen to 
sixteen, to defend McNamara. This 
is in direct contradition to the 
Marion county building trades 
council, which offered a reward for 
the arrest and conviction of the 
perpetrator of the long series of 
vandalism acts which has held the 
building industry in terror. The 
iron and sheet metal workers are 
the only building crafts affiliated 
with the central labor union. The
